Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  an  annual 
report  for  the  year  1948  iwhich  has  been  prepared  in  accordance 
with  Ministry  of  Health  circular  3/49* 

On  the  whole,  healthy  conditions  prevailed 
during  the  year,  and  the  figures  of  vital  statistics  set  out  in 
Tables  I and  II  support  this  conclusion.  There  were,  it  is  true, 
large  outbreaks  of  whooping  cough  and  measles  among  the  child 
population.  The  incidence  of  these  diseases  bears  little 
relation  to  the  environmental  conditions  of  the  locality,  but 
depends  upon  the  proportion  of  susceptible  persons  to  those 
immune,  "with  these  diseases  it  is  the  number  of  patients  who 
develops  conplications  vi?hich  is  more  likely  to  reflect  the  state 
of  the  home  environment.  Severe  cases  of  measles  and  whooping 
cough  in  poor  surroundings  would  benefit  by  admission  to 
hospital  but  frequently  accommodation  has  not  been  available 
for  this  purpose. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  slightly 
higher  than  the  previous  year,  but  was  lower  than  the  figure 
for  England  and  Wales.  All  the  infant  deaths  occurred  within 
a month  of  birth,  eight  died  on  the  first  day,  two  on  the 
second  day,  one  on  the  fourth  day,  and  one  on  the  twenty-eighth 
day.  Prematurity  and  congenital  defects  were  the  ijrincipal 
causes  of  death,  and  the  prevention  of  these  conditions  depends 
upon  a greatly  increased  knowledge  of  the  conditions  producing 
them. 

Housing  conditions,  so  vital  in  any 
consideration  of  health  conditions  of  a district,  are  dealt;  with:^ 
in  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspectors  report.  There  is  no  relaxing 
of  the  demand  for  accomiaodation  of  all  kinds  in  the  district. 

Worn  out  property  which  in  easier  times  would  have  been  condemned, 
is  occupied  as  soon  as  vacated,  frequently  hy  ijewcojaers  to  the 
district.  Repair  work  lags  in  many  cases,  so  that  deterioration 
of  buildings  is  accelerated.  The  Council  itself  is  responsible 
for  a large  number  of  hutments,  the  condition  of  which  is  such 
that  they  are  bound  to  become  uninliab liable  in  a fairly  short 
time*  The  conclusion  is  that  although  progress  has  been  made 
with  new  estates  in  several  parishes,  much  remains  to  be  done  to 
satisfy  the  demand. 


I beg  to  acknowledge  the  support  wKich  has 
been  given  by  the  Council  to  the  Public  Health  Department,  and 
the  kindness  and  courtesy  which  it  has  shown  to  myself.  I take 
the  opportunity  x)f  commending  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
his  staff  on  the  energetic  manner  in  which  they  have  carried 
out  their  duties.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  ..SERVICES  FOR  THE  .\RE^\ 

Laboratories  available  to  medical  pratitioners  are  ^ 
situated  at  the  Bast  Surrey  Hospital,  Redhill  and  at  St.John's 
Hospital,  Redhill. 

The  provision  of  services  relating  to  the  care  of  mothers 
and  young  children,  midv/ifery,  health  visiting, , home  nursing, 
'immunisation  and  vaccination,  ambulaince  and  domestic  help  are 
the  responsibility  of  the  Surrey  County  Council  as  local  health 
authority . 

Hospital  accommodation,  including  those  for  infectious 
diseases,  is  nov\?  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 


OF  THE  AREA 

WATilR  SUPPLY 

Three  companies  supply  niater  to  the  various  parts  of  the 
District.  The  area  covered  by  the  East  Surrey  ¥ater  Company, 
a statutory  undertaking,  includes  the  Parishes  of  Betchv/orth, 
Buckland,  Charlv/ood,  Headley,  Horley,  Leigh  and  Nevi/digate . In 
these  Parishes  there  are  only  a few  isolated  premises  which  do 
not  have  the  benefit  of  a piped  main  water  supply. 

The  East  Surrey  7/ater  Company  obtains  most  of  its  v/ater 
from  deep  wells  in  the  chalk  of  the  North  Downs.  The  water 
is  softened  and  chlorinated  before  distribution. 

The  Dorking  Water  Company  is  a statutory  water  undertaking 
distributing  the  water  to  the  Parishes  of  Capel,  Holmwood  and 
Ockley.  The  Comnany  obtains  its  water  from  a series  of  fifteen 
wells  situated  a little  to  the  south  of  Pippbrook  stream  shortly 
before  it  reaches  the  western  outskirts  of  Dorming.  The 
boreholes  extend  to  a depth  of  I50  feet  into  the  Po].kestone  beas, 
from  vdiich  the  water  is  sixihoned  to  a reservoir  situated  ^ at  the 
works.  After  chlorination  it  is  pumped  to  covered  service 
reservoirs . 

In  this  part  of  the  area  there  are  a number  of  -premises 
'7Aiich,  owing  to  their  isolated  position,  have  not  so  far  oeen 
provided  with  a ]piped  main  water  supply.  During  the  year  the 
extension  of  a piped  supply  to  the  hamlet  of  Coldharbour  was 
com]pleted . 

The  Hurtwood  Water  Company  has  mains  in  the  Parishes  of 
Abinger  and  Y/otton,  though  3 considerable  part  of  this  area 
remains  dependent  on  wells,  springs  or  pi'ped  supplies  from 
private  water  undertakings.  It  Abinger  Hammer  there  is  a 
closely  built  up  hamlet,  for  which  an  extension  of  a main  water 
supply  is  most  desirable,  a remark  which  also  applies  to  a 
group  of  some  twenty  cottages  in  the  North  Abinger  area.  An 
extension  of  pijped  water  suu'plies  to  Wotton  House  and  its 
vicinity  will  be  made  when  materials  are  available  . 
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DRAINAGE  AKD  SE’-^^RAGS 


No  important  changes  have  occurred  during  the  year 
in  connection  v^ith  drainage  and  sewerage.  The  most  important 
sewage  works  in  the  district  are  those  at  Horley,  and 
unfortunately  the  standard  of  the  effluent  did  not  reach  its 
previously  high  level.  The  cause  of  this  lay  in  the  loss  of 
efficiency  of  the  filter  beds,  possibly  as  the  result  of  the 
effect  of  a trade  waste  on  the  filter  medium. 

Extension  of  the  sewerage  system  is  most  desirable 
in  several  areas,  particularly  in  Charlwood  village  at  Lowfield 
Heath,  Abinger  Hamraer  and  the  ‘'.Vhite  Hart  Estate,  Capel.

INSPSCTION  AilD  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

MILK  SUPPLY 

The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector's  report  contains 
particulars  of  the  number  of  cowkeepers  and  dairymen 
registered,  and  of  the  retailers  supplying  milk  from  premises 
within  the  area,  and  into  the  area  from  premises  outside  the 
Rural  District  boundaries. 

There  is  no  licensed  pasteurising  plant  in  the  district, 
but  pasteurised  milk  supplies  are  available  from  sources 
outside  its  boundaries. 


ADULTERATION  OF  FOOD 


The  County  Council  is  the  administrative  authority  for 
the  sections  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act  dealing  with  adulteration. 
Information  has  been  received  that  during  the  year  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  samples  were  taken  in  this  district  for  chemical 
analysis,  and  that  during  the  same  period  one  thousand  six 
hundred  and  ninety  samples  were  taken  v>'ithin  the  administrative 
area  of  the  County. 

Of  those  taken  in  this  district  one  hundred  and  ten  were 
of  milk,  three  of  spirits,  two  of  sage  and  onion  stuffing,  and 
the  remainder  of  miscellaneous  articles  of  foodstuff.  Nine 
samples  of  milk  were  found  to  be  below  standard. 

No  prosecutions  were  undertaken. 
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^ • PREVALENCE  OF,  CONTROL  QVSR,  BJFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


Table  IV  shows  the  number  of  oases  of  infectious  disease 
notified  during  1943,  classified  according  to  age  and  sex, 
together  with  the  number  of  patients  removed  to  hospital,  and 
the  number  of  deaths,  if  any,  from  various  diseases.  Table  V 
shows  the  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  in  the 
various  parishes. 

SIVLALLPOX  “ No  case  of  smallpox  v/as  notified  during 
the  year. 

VACC INAT ION  ~ Tith  the  introduction  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act  on  July  5th,  vaccination  is  no  longer  compulsory  and 
the  appointment  of  the  Public  Vaccinator  has  been  abolished. 

The  treatment  can  now  be  obtained  quite  easily  by  application 
to  the  family  doctor  or  to  the  nearest  clinic. 

SC.ARLET  FEVER  - Tvi/enty- three  notifications  were 
received  during  the  year.  The  case  rate  -per  1,000 
population  was  0.93  as  against  1.73  for  England  and  Vales. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  the  disease,  the  treatment  of  v/hich 
has  been  greatly  strengthened  by  the  introduction  of  the 
sulpha  drugs  and  jpenicillin.  The  position  with  regard  to 
prevention  is  not  so  satisfactory:  there  is  a method  of 
immunisation,  but  it  requires  several  injections,  is  inclined 
to  cause  reactions,  and  gives  uncertain  results.  It  is 
therefore  not  practised  to  any  extent.  Reliance  is  still 
placed  on  the  isolation  of  the  patient  during  the  illness  and 
on  the  quarantining  for  a short  period  of  child  contacts  from 
the  same  family.  In  view  of  the  mildness  of  the  illness  in 
its  present  form,  it  is  rarely  considered  justifiable  or 
necessary  to  exclude  adults  from  work,  or  to  require  prolonged 
exclusion  of  children  from  school. 

DIPHTHERIA  - Two  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified,  the 
case  rate  being  0.08,  identical  with  the  figure  for  England 
and  Vales.  Both  persons  affected  were  children  in  the  same 
household  who  had  the  disease  in  a mild  form.  One  case  had 
been  immunised  six  years  previously. 

D IPHTHER lA  .IIMTJNIS.AT ION  - Active  inmiuuisation  against 
diphtheria  has  now  been  in  operation  in  the  district  since 
1935  and  can  claim  a part  in  the  reduction  of  the  incidence 
and  mortality  rates  which  have  occurred.  The  downward 
tendency  of  these  rates,  particularly  as  they  relate  to 
private  residents,  can  be  seen  by  referring  to  Table  VI. 

The  ideal  is  for  every  child  to  receive  a primary  treatment 
of  two  injections  at  about  the  age  of  nine  months,  with 
further  single  injections,  at  five,  ten  and  fifteen  years 
of  age  to  reinforce  the  original  treatment.  It  is  not 
claimed  even  with  such  treatment  that  absolute  immunisation 
will  be  attained  by  every  child,  but  there  is  clear  evidence 
that  the  risk  of  an  untreated  child  contracting  diphtheria 
is  four  times  as  great  as  that  of  an  immunised  child,  and 
that  the  risk  of  death  is  nearly  thirty  times  as  great. 

Clinics  are  held  at  regular  intervals  at  all  Infant 
Velfare  Centres  serving  the  district.  These  arrangements 
are  intended  primarily  for  infants  and  others  under  school 
age.  p^or  the  treatment  of  school  children  in  large  numbers 
the  most  suitable  arrangements  are  clinics  organised  in  the 
schools  in  conjunction  with  the  education  authority. 
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During  the  year  visits  have  been  paid  to  the  schools 
at  Betchworth,  Buckland,  Capel,  Beare  Green,  Charlwood, 

Lowfield  Heath,  Horley  (Albert  Road),  Leigh,  Newdigate,  Ockley, 
Wot ton  and  Ranmore. 

During  the  year  five  hundred  and  one  children  are  knovm 
to  have  corapleted  primary  immunisation  and  six  hundred  and 
sixty-five  secondary  treatment.  In  addition  some  children 
may  have  been  treated  privately  or  in  other  districts,  about 
■whom  information  has  not  been  received. 

Of  the  estimated  child  population  of  the  district  it 
is  known  that  one  thousand,  one  hundred  and  thirty  under  the 
age  of  five  years  and  two  "thousand,  five  hundred  and  thirty 
over  five  years  but  under  fifteen  years  have  received  treatment, 
equivalent  to  percentages  of  55*2  and  79*6  respectively  of  the 
estimated  population  of  these  age  groups. 

MEASLES  - Outbreaks  of  measles  were  recorded  in  every 
parish  except  Leigh.  The  epidemic  in  Horley  vms  large.  No 
deaths  occurred  from  the  disease. 

WHOOPING  COUGH  - ’//hooping  Cough  was  reported  from  all 
parishes  with  the  exception  of  Holmwood.  One  hundred  and 
seventy-eight  notifications  being  received  during  the  year. 

The  incidence  rate  was  7»24  compared  with  3*42  for  England 
and  Wales.  The  majority  of  the  cases  occurred  in  children 
aged -between  three  and  ten  years.  Fortunately  there  were  no 
deaths  from  the  disease,  but  of  all  the  acute  infectious  in 
children,  whooping  cough  now  takes  first  place  as  a cause  of 
temporary  and  frequently  of  permanent  disability  and  the  illness 
is  often  aggravated  by  complications  which  may  be  fatal.  It  is 
extremely  infectious  and  it  is  impossible  to  prevent  its  spread 
without  complete  dislocation  of  organised  community  life  of 
the  child  population. 

TUBERCULOSIS  - Thirty-five  new  names  were  added  to  the 
tuberculosis  register  during  the  year.  They  include  twenty- 
eight  of  persons  already  domiciled  in  the  district  and  seven  of 
persons  who  came  to  live  here  from  other  areas  in  which  they 
had  already  been  notified.  Twenty-five  of  the  notifications 
related  to  the  pulmonary  form  of  the  disease  and  ten  to  the 
non-pulmonary  form.  Nine  deaths  occurred  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  representing  an  annual  death  rate  of  0.37  per  1,000 
population.  There  were  no  deaths  from  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  The  total  tuberci7losis  death  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  was  0.51*  An  analysis  of  the  ages  at  which 
notifications  were  made  and  at  which  deaths  occurred  is  to  be 
found  in  Table  VII. 

For  comparative  purposes  figures  relating  to  the 
notification  of  tuberculosis  and  its  mortality  between  the  years 
1933-48  are  set  out  in  Table  VIII.  The  notification  figures 
are  those  for  persons  domiciled  in  the  district  at  the  time 
of  the  diagnosis  of  the  disease.  There  is  a slight 
deterioration  in  this  years  figures  as  comp^'.red  with  1947*

Mr.  -Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  hereviith  my 
Annual  Rei^ort  on  the  -work  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
during  1948. 

The  Annual  Report  provides  an  opportunity 
of  reviewing  the  work  of  the  Department  and  may  be  likened^to 
the  annual  stocktaking  of  a commercial  undertaking.  It  arso 
provides  an  opportunity  of  looking  forward  to  the  work  which 
remains  to  be  done.  The  work  of  the  sanitary  inspector 
continues  to  increase.  New  legislation  imposes  new  duties, 
research  and  study  suggests  ways  of  improved  technique,  and  new 
approaches  to  public  health  problems.  The  Ministry  of  Health 
and  other  Departments  are  continually  issuing  reports  upon 
various  matters  of  public  heath  importance,  and  it  is  a matter 
for  regret  that,  if  the  maximum  benefit  is  to  be  obtained  from 
the  study  of  these  documents,  such  study  must  take  place  in 
what  would  normally  be  regarded  as  the  officers  own  time . 

Under  "present  conditions  it  is  not  possible  to  devote  ''official" 
time  to  report  reading  and  study. 

During  the  past  year  special  consideration 
was  given  to  the  hygiene  of  catering  establishments  and  to  the 
assessment  of  the  housing  needs  of  the  District.  These  two 
matters  are  referred  to  later. 

As  in  previous  years  visits  to  housing- 
applicants  and  the  supervision  of  the  war-time  hutments 
occupied  the  major  proportion  of  the  departments  time,  and 
accounted  for  nearly  one  fifth  of  the  total  visits. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  thank  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee  for  the  interest  they 
have  shown  and  the  careful  consideration  they  have  given  to 
the  work  of  the  department,  to  Dr.  Ive,  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  for  his  continuing  advice  and  encouragement,  and  to 
the  members  of  my  staff  for  their  support,

( 5 ) SLAUGHTERHOUSES .

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(6)  HOUSING 


This  subject  continued  to  form  one  of  the  major 
responsibilities  of  the  department.  In  October,  1948,  a 
special  report  on  the  probable  housing  requirements  of  the 
district  •'.vas  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  the  Housing 
Construction  Committee.  This  He'port  stressed  the  need  for 
erecting  smaller  accommodation  uhan  has  been  provided  in  the 
past,  and  pointed  out  that  over  60%  of  the  existing  accommodation 
was  ''under-occupied*',  i.e.  there  were  one  or  more  spare  bedrooms. 
The  suggestion  was  also  made'  that  rather  than  housing  being 
dealt  with  on  a parish  basis,  certain  parishes  might  with 
advantage  combine  to  form  "housing  areas". 

The  administration  and  maintenance  of  the  wartime 
hutments  which  were  utilised  for  housing  purposes  continued 
to  be  a very  difficult  matter.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the

The  huts  on  the  Horley  Gardens  Estate  are  now  showing- 
signs  of  deterioration^  and  are  in  many  instances  aisproaching 
a condition  where  further  repair  is  almost  impossible. 

The  number  of  persons  on  the  waiting  list  at  the  time 
of  the  report  was  eight  hundred  and  ninety-four,  and  the  County 
igricultural  Committee  had  indicated  that,  in  addition  one 
hundred  and  twenty-one  houses  w^ould  be  required  for  agricultural 
workers.  This  showed  a total  demand  for  at  least  one  thousand 
and  fifteen  new  houses.  In  this  connection  it  sould  be  borne 
in  mind  that  housing  demand,  is  not  synonymous  with  housing  need, 
rhe  commencement  of  building  operations  in  any  parish  is  nearly 
always  followed  by  a substantial  increase  in  the  number  of 
applications  for  alternative  housing.  Conditions  which  are 
tolerable  while  the  prospect  of  other  accommodation  is  remote 
become  intolerable  when  new  houses  are  under  construction.  This 
is  perhaps  a natural  human  weakness,  but  it  does  tend  to  obscure 
the  housing  need,  that  is  the  number  of  families  living  in 
overcrowded  or  insanitary  conditions. 

Apart  from  the  task  of  dealing  with  housing  applications, 
continued  progress  was  made  in  the  inspection  and  remedy  of 
lousing  defects,  and  five  hundred  and  seventy-eight  houses  were 
inspected  under  the  Housing  Acts.  l/here  defects  were  found  to 
=xist  a preliminary  notice  was  sent  to  the  owners,  and  as  will 
oe  seen  the  majority  of  the  defedts  were  remedied  without  any 
other  action.  In  a few  cases  it  was  necessary  to  serve  Statutory 
^Jotices  before  compliance  was  obtained.  The  policy  of  the 
Department  has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be  reasonable  in  its 
c’equests  for  work  to  be  done.  It  is  realised  that  the  owners  of 
lany  cottages  have  not  been  able  to  increase  the  rent  paid  by 
their  tenants  (except  for  rate  increases)  despite  the  fact  that 
the  cost  of  essential  repairs  is  now  more  than  tv/o-and-a-half  times 
the  1939  cost.  On  the  other  hand  many  owners  have  continued 
to  collect  the  rent  over  very  many  years  with  no  attempt  to 
c'emedy  minor  defects  which  have  with  the  passing  years  now  reached 
najor  proportions,  to  the  detriment  of  the  tenants. 
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HOUSINCt  (contd ) 

During  the  year  t'wo  d.'wellings  i/?ere  closed  under  Housing 
Act  procedures.  Ones  in  the  parish  of  Capels  a wooden  shed? 
let  partly  furnished,  was  the  subject  of  a Dercclit ion  Order, 
and  the  other,  in  the  parish  of  Horley,  was  clo.sed  as  the  result 
of  an  undertaking  by  the  owner,  not  to  relet-  In  Doth  instances 
the  Council  offered  alternative  acconinodat ion  to  the  tenants. 

Progress  on  the  Hobhouse  survey  was  continued  and  by 
the  end  of  the  year  the  work  in  inspection  and  recording  had 
been  completed.  The  following  v/ere  the  total  provisional 
classification  figures.

RATS,  MICE  AND  OTbldR  INSECT  PESTS 

During  the  year  the  Council  received  powers  delegated 
by  the  Surrey  County  Council  under  the  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)

A feature  of  the  work  carried  out  is  that  it  inc.l.uded 
five  major  infestations  - a mcijcr  infestation  occurring  when 
the  estimated  number  of  rahs  exceeds  twenty.

PLIES 


In  April  the  department  received  no  fewer  than 
thirty- three  complaints  of, nuisance  arising  from  fly 
infestations,  and  this  involved  forty- three  visits.  Specimens 
forvi^arded  to  the  Natural  History  Museum  V7ere  identified  as 
Mu  sea  autmnalis. 

I reported  briefly  to  the  Council  on  the  number  of 
complaints  that  had  been  received  concerning  nuisance  from 
flies,  and  the  following  additional  facts  may  be  of  interest. 

The  complaints  related  to  thirty-three  premises,  and 
involved  forty- three  visits.  The  species  of  fly  giving  rise 
to  nuisance  was  Musca  autumnalis,  which  breeds  in  cow  manure 
in  open  pasture  land.  The  fly  hibernates  during  winter  months, 
in  roof  spaces  and  similar  situations,  and  the  same  place  may 
be  used  by  successive  generations  for  a great  many  years,  "^ith 
the  warm  spring  weather  the  flies  ''swarm”  and  then  seek  open 
pastures,  and  it  is  during  the  swarming  period  - usually 
confined  to  a fe?/  days,  that  they  give  rise  to  nuisance.  The 
fly  does  not  enter  dwellings  and  has  no  known  public  health 
importance . 

The  director  of  the  Natural  History  Museum  visited 
Horley  Church  in  connection  with  this  nuisance,  and  it  is 
understood  that  he  will  endeavour  to  arrange  with  a firm  of 
fumigators  to  carry  out  experimental  treatment,  which  will 
prevent  further  hibernation  in  the  steeple.  The  use  of  D.D.T. 
smokes  is  not  possible  because  they  usually  require  heat  for 
the  generation  of  the  gas,  and  to  use  heat  amongst  the  dry 
timbers  of  the  Church  steeple  would  be  too  dangerous.  Prom  the 
construction  of  the  steeple,  spraying  with  liquids  is  a 
physical  impossibility,  and  the  results  of  the  proposed 
treatment  will  be  awaited  with  a great  deal  of  interest.
